Boon as it had started, but being un- 
able to get to tho blazo, which origin- 
ated in a small cnpalo, tho occupants 
of tho house were helpless. Much 
dlfhcnlty resulted In gettlnj: help as 
they could not get connections on tho 
Farmers' line |.elephone, and by the 
time tho Are department arrived tho 
fire bad gained a big headway. 

Neighbors and those attracted hy 
the blaze rescued the entire contents 
of tho hrst floor. All tho furulshlngs 
on the second lloor were consumed In 
the ll.imes. 

The pump shed at the rear of the 
house was also burned, the motor 
which drove the pump being ruined. 
The totnl loss of tho house and con- 
tenta destroyed and other property 
losses were placed at 30,000. Inmir- 
nnco covered half of that amount.

Thirty percent of Lake county'B 
cnttlo stock Ifl tuborcutar with the 
(IniiEorona Borms of the U'iBOiiHO 
thrcalonlng Iho Uvea of the public. 

This charK.e waa muOo last week be- 
fpro 'Ro^uian^,.^ln the Hotel Clayton, 
by ^(j'^^rKO/W^Ite,. prcsi^ileiit of the 
Lakp",, pp\iuj.y. . Hojstoin aasocintion, 
and a director In the FavmerB* Insti- 
tute. Ho asked the support of the Ro- 
tary club in wiping out the dnugera 
oE the liovino disease which flnda Its 
way to the human system in ninny in- 
Btancos. Ills request was. for support 
In asljiuK tbo hoard of supervisors to 
appropriate SEi.OOO Cor the introduction 
of the area plan Cor testing cattle and 
iaolatlng the disease in Lake county. 
"It has been found that :t3 percent 
of the lubercnloHls in the human sys- 
tem of children Itj duo to the bovine 
disease, he declared. "Tlie germs l\nd 
their way through the dairy products. 
"Milk and butter are the seat of 
much of the activity for the germs 
and they thrive in these two products. 
Diseased cattle arc the cause. 
■ "With all due respect to the pas- 
teurizer, I believe that all danger is 
not removed with this process. True 
tliD danger may be Hmall, the germs 
isolated, but there is always some 
danger attached. 

Two veterinarians examining the 
stock In the county have given the 
authority for the statement that 30 
percent ot the cattle are victims of 
Ibo bovino diaeaso. 

Although the meat value of such 
stock may not he lessened to a great 
extent there is grave danger in their 
being the source .of dairy supplies. 

Mr. White explained that through 
the employment gf u veterinarian 
icHlH COilUl bo oatabllshcd in Lake 
county and with thn result of the testa 
known the diseased cattlo could he 
Isolated. In this way tbo public would 
bo assured of purer dairy products, 
capeclally butter and milk. 

A request was made for an appro- 
priation last year, Mr. White said, but 
the supervisors did not see fit to 
grant the money. The request will lie 
repeated In March. 

The federal government and state 
au'Jioritios are said to he l)ehind the 
area plan and havu In their way con- 
tributed to the estahlishmeut of tlie 
syHtom. Blghtecn counties In the 
state now employ the area plan for 
the elimination of tuberculosis In 
cattlo.

BLACKBIRDS EAT GRAIN CROPS 

Blackbirds, wiilch are attracted iu 
immense Hocks through the fall and 
winter months, cause great damage to 
crops of milo maize In the Imperial 
■ iley. CaliL Investigations made by 
tho biological survey of the United 
States department of agriculture re- 
veal an average destruction of about 
10 per cent of the crop over an area 
of about 20,000 acres. This loss, with 
lesser damages in adjoining areas, 
'and expenditures for protecting the 
grain, totals about $50,000 annually. 
Poisons can not be depended upon for 
control, it has been found. Tho possi- 
bility of employing toxic gases has 
been considered, but their practic- 
ability is doubtful. The only method 
so far found to alleviate tbe losses .is 
the expensive practice of "bird mind- 
ing." This Is done by patrolling the 
nobis with shot guns during the morn- 
ing and afternoon feeding periods of 
the birds, the main effort being to 
frighten the birds by the noise rather 
than to kill large numbers of them.

BLACKBIRDS EAT GRAIN CROPS 

Blackbirds, which are attracted In 
Immense Hocks through the fall and 
winter months, cause groat damage to 
crops of nillo maize In the Imperial 
• •iey, Calif. Investigations made by 
tbe idoioglcai survey of the United 
States department of agriculture re- 
veal an average destruction of about 
10 per cent of the crop over an area 
of about 20,000 acres. This loss, witb 
lesser damages In adjoining areas, 
"and expenditures for protecting tbo 
grain, totals about §50,000 aanually. 
Poisons can not be depended upon for 
control, It has been found. The possi- 
bility of employing toxic gases baa 
been considered, hut their practic- 
abiiUy Is doubtful. The only method 
HO far found to alleviate the losses is 
the expensive practice of "bird allud- 
ing." This Is done by patrolling the 
llelds with shot guns during tbe morn- 
ing and afternoon feeding periods of 
the birds, the main effort being to 
frighten the birds by the noise rather 
than to kill large numbers of them.
